AMENDMENT  NO.  8  TO  CIRCULAR  NO.  46. 

By  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture 
by  the  United  States  Cotton  Futures  Act  of  August  18,  1914,  (38 
United  States  Statutes  at  Large,  page  693),  I,  David  F.  Houston, 
Secretary  of  Agriculture,  do  make,  prescribe,  publish,  and  give  pub- 
lic notice  of  the  following  amendment  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture,  dated  February  10,  1915,  under  said 
Act,  said  amendment  to  be  effective  immediately. 

Strike  out  paragraph  (b)  of  section  1  of  Regulation  5,  and,  in  lieu 
thereof,  insert  a  new  paragraph  as  follows : 

(b)  That  the  signature  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  certifying 
to  any  practical  forms,  or  any  photograph  of  any  type  or  sample  of 
said  practical  forms  accompanying  the  same,  or  both,  may  be  can- 
celed if  it  be  found,  upon  such  inspection,  either  that  any  of  said 
forms  for  any  reason  misrepresents  the  official  cotton  standard  or 
that  any  such  photograph  has  been  altered  or  mutilated.
